T'ho nearest cable 
atittion to Apia is at Auckland, New Zeu- 
laiid, and this ia distant a week's journey. 
Tho U. S. steamships "Trenton" and 
"Vandalia" are supiiosed at tho navy 
dopartiuont to have reached Apia during 
the hitter week in February. Tho Uniteil 
States steamer " Nipsic " lias been 
stationed at Apia for some time 
and WHS probably joined by tho other 
two vessels before the ii!li!god uccurronce 
took place. Tho Navy Department 
usually receives jiroinpt advices concern- 
ing the movenionts and conditions of all 
the United States vuasels, and it is 
thought there that if such an event had 
occurred the d«partment would have 
been informed of it at tho earliest 
moment. The "Nipsic" is a bark-rigged 
vessel with six guns, mostly amoothboro, 
and is unarinored.

all on board, was blown up. It is possi- 
ble that tlierw may have been an exchange 
of sholH, hut that there was a battle in 
which either ship was injured is very 
much doubted. It is suggestod that the 
item was printed -mqroly as a feolur 
in view of fiiliuro ippBsibilitieB and this 
suggestion finds more adherents than 
does tho report of actual hostilitios. As 
a further evidence that the roport is true, 
tho Cdtiiijiu: (t'dzetli', which is generally 
better informed than any of its (ierman 
Clint oinporarieH, prints a carefully pro- 
pared and undoubtedly uflicial view of tho 
Sanioaii situation, which it coiicludos by 
saying : "Wo await further devolop- 
tiients. " This, perhaps, is ciitiUed to no 
more considerat ion than the alleged de- 
spatch in tho rchlcxufchc Zcitung, aa the 
UaztAle is also an inspired organ. The two 
publications are taken to indicate that 
(lorniany oxpoots a row in Samoa, and is 
awaiting information of tlia results of its 
instruotioua to that end.

money or labor to the amount or value of 
ulie hundred dollars, ami ohtaiiied from 
him and reooidoil within sueii throo 
months ourtitioatu uf mucIi uxiiondituro." 

The same law gives tho Gold ComniiH- 
Bibner power to lay over any or all claims 
for Buoh periods or reasons as ho thinks 
proper. 

Section lOU of llio law declares that 
"During tho close season no free minor 
uliidl ho bound to work his claim." 

It will he obscu'ved that, hy section ,S 
every free miner is oliligod l<> do (jn ^ 
hundred dollars' worth of work on a claim 
within tho first six months after it is re- 
corded. Here is ail apparent oontradiu- 
tion in' the law. Ono provision says that 
the miner ia bound to do a certain amount 
uf woi:k on his claim within h\k nujuths 
after It comes into liis possessioi), and 
niKithor Heetion says that ho is 
jiot liound lo do any work on 
it during Iho eloae soason. 
Was Mr. Wilson hound lo do any work 
fill iiis claim from .January to Juno I.S, 
IHKH / ll"\v Llio Roclion lOU to ho 
coiic;i)ed to Hcctioii ^! I f tho law ah- 
Bolves a man from working on his claim 
during a curUin dulined pori^jd the saino 



law surely cannot punish him for not, 
working. 'What work is it thttbjttho (froo 
miner is not hound to do dmriug^tno close 
soasoa? Thio only work whioh the law- 
binds a miner to do is the ono hundred 
dollars worth mentioned in section 8. If it 
iloes not absolve hiiu from doiii}; this 
work tho section ia perfectly moaiiinglosa 
— tho words aro so much surplusage and 
could bo taken out of tho Act without 
altering its scope or nioaniiig. This was 
Hurely not tho iiitentiou of tho Legislature 
when it inserted section 100 in the Act. 
But' diiief Justice Bogbie himself iii the 
most forcible language shows how the two 
apparently contradictory sections can bo 
roconcilod. In Blasdell's case His Lord- 
sliip said: "So far as jumping is con- 
eornod tho whole of tho close soason is as 
it were expunged from the calendar. .So 
tho lirat of Juno bocoinua tho samo as the 
first of November for tho pitrpoao uf 
testing tho propriety of Ilunloy'a jump 
on tho plaintiff's ground, and between 
tho 31st October and the Ist Juno no act 
or neglect of possession or working is 
to affect tho claim one way or 
the other." This is admirable. It is no 
doubt good law, and it ia certainly com- 
mon sense. If tho close soason "is na it 
were expunged from tho calendar " then 
to require Mr. Wilson to do tho work 
before the six moiiLlis had oxiiirud, taking 
no count of tho close season, was wrong, 
and to punish him for not doing the work 
which tho law did not reijuiro him to do 
by allowing Mr. Whitton to jtinip his 
claim was not just, as, according to the 
Chief Justice's own dictum, that no act ol 
or neglect of possession or working (dur- 
ing tho close season) is to aH'oct tho claim 
one way or the other. Mr. Wilson's coiu- 
inont on tho decision of the Chief Justice 
on this piniit is peculiarly appropriate. 

"This," ho says, "ia procisuly the inter- 
pretation I place on the close season, 
riio close season was not p.irt of the six- 
month's working time allowed mo. It 
wa.s oximnged from llie calendar, .so that 
tlio loth .luiie, the tlay the layover ex- 
pired, became tho same as the ISth of 
.lannary, when tho layover cimimenced." 

i\Ir. Wilson fi criticism im tho judgment 
IS tdahorale. Hi.-, as wo Ihink, soiuowliat 
unnecessarily lalior.s lo vneet |)oiiits of 
minor importance. NN'lieii he showed the 
iuoonsistoiicy and tlie iujuatieoof intor- 
[iroting Section 8 of the Mining Act liter- 
.'dly without reference to the other sec- 
tions of tho act, and to tho power of 
the Gold Commissioner to declare a lay- 
over or dose season he h|id, as we believe, 
done all that his case required. Ho cer- 
tainly has sliown that if Iho judges aro 
right, tho lay over is a delusion and the 
>ecti(jn of I he law which declares that 
" I )uriiig the close season no free miner 
sliall be hound to work on his claim," is a 
snare. lint tho principle enunciated hy 
the Chief .Justice shows that thoy aro 
neither, but aro provisions necessary for 
tho ]iroteolion of tho minor and required 
by the circumstances of the country. His 
interpretation of tho law in the Koote- 
nay case is, we consider, conclusive. In 
tho miner's reckoning the close season is 
ex])unged from tho calendar, and while it 
l ists "no act or neglect of possession (U' 
working is to olt'oct tho claim one way or 
other." This dictum completely covers 
the main point in the Wilson case and 
I hero is nothing in the pani|dilet beforo 
lis to show why I he iiriuciple involved in 
It was not applieaide In tlial ease. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Ascnsiii; to develop tho Briush fisher- 
ies has boon mooted which should bo 
tvdopteci by tho Dominion of Canada. It 
is proposed to sond out a jiroperly e(piii)- 
))od fishing stonmer to exi)loro the waters 
around and near the British Islands for 
tho purposo of finding out the food fishes 
they contain.. iThors is to be a naturalist 
on board, and thera should be in connec- 
tion with the steamer at some conveniont 
post a laboratory wlsoro other naturalists 
could examiuo tho new kinds of iish Lhut 
woro caught and ascertain their qualities. 
If such an investigation is re([uirod in old 
countries liko Great Britain, in whoso 
waters it might bo suppuaed llioro ia luith- 
ing now to bo found, how much moro is 
it iiooeasary in a new country like this 
where very littlo is known of the fiah that 
swim in its seas. Ko ono has as yet any 
concoption of the real value of the fisher- 
ies of British Columbia or of tlio nature 
and qualilioa of tho fish that inhabit the 
soas that wash its shoroa. The cost of con- 
ducting such an oxphu'ation would not lie 
great and its rcBuIts, if in-oporly conduct- 
ed, would ho iiivaluablo. Tho United 
Stjitos and Franco expend largo sums in 
such invostif>ations with what competent 
judges consider ado(iuato results.

I'rofessor Wehloii, one of the repre- 
sentatives in the Couiriiona from New 
Uruiiswiok, .is making tho attempt to 
jarry into effect what many in Canada 
iiave long thought necessary. Canadians 
who see their country made the refuge of 
the scoundrolism of tho United States, 
cannot see why such a disgraceful state of 
things should bo allowed to coiitimie 
merely because tho AmoricaiiH are un- 
willing to agree to a rational extradition 
treaty. \N'o on this .side of the 
line .at any rate, tlo not believe that reci- 
pri city in tliiuves, booiUors and swindlers 
generally is advanta^joous to our country. 
Wo do not want Canada to bo made the 
moral cesspool of the United States. If 
t lie United States Senate will not ratify a 
fair and necessary extradition treaty why 
not wash our hands of this dirty business 
and onact a law which will enable the 
I'liited States oflicors ef justice to pursue 
■,nd apprehend suspected criminala on 
iJanadian territory. The only criminals 
that aro now subject to extradition are 
ihoso accused of committing murder ami 
assault with intent to coiiiiiiit murder, 
pirates, robbers, housoburnors and forg- 
ers. Mr. Weldon would add to the 
list of extraditable ciimes man- 
slaughter, counterfeiting, larceny, enibez- 
i^lement, obtaining money, etc., under 
false pretenses, crimes against insolvoncy 
laws, frauds by men in fiduciary posi- 
tions, rape, abortion, child-stealing, kid- 
napping, false impriaonmont, throiitening 
in order to ext^irt money, jierjury and 
mutiny. We c.anilol see why tho list 
should be limited. (!rossiiig the lino 
should not, give .safety lo any man, who in 
his own cmintry has violated the laws of 
I he land. An exception must, of course, 
be made in favor of iillegod |)olitical 
offenders, but all other criminals 
and law-breakers should not tlnil 
in this country an asylum. If 
the Amoricans choose to harbor Can 
adian crimin,'ils let I hem do so, but that is 
no reason why I '.iiiailiaiis should receive 
,\merican criminals with o])oii arms. 
When the proper precautions aro used, 
this (ixLen.sion of tho extradition law 
wi>uld not do tho slightest injury lo inno- 
cent or honest num. One province of the 
I lominion does not oli'er a refuge to the 
law-breakers of the other jirovinces. 'J'ho 
('anadian criminal can be apprehended on 
any \iarb of tho territory of Canada in 
which'ho is found. No harm comes of 
making tho wholo country free to tho 
Canadian oflicors of justice, and 
wo cannot see that anything but 
good would result from nnikiiig Canada 
ainiosi, if not ipiite as free, to Unitod.States 
ollicers of juHtico. Red Lapo and ollicialisni 
lU'o of course always ready to eroalo obsta- 
cles, but comnioii aeiiso .should aweo]) 
Ihem out of Iho way. We trust, that 
I'rofessor Woldoii's jiropoaals will ho well 
leeeivi'd and crystallized inttf law with the 
least poHsiblo delay.

I >isortler3 of licarinK nro tho most com- 
nien of all. Ringinp, tinkling, rumbling, 
i-n;:i-in),' or boating— us of an audible pulse — 
are heard in various disturbed states of tho 
rty-.toiii. This is a frequent result of tho 
misuse or ovoruso of drugs, as by tho large 
ilii-;cs of (iiiinino taken in malaria. False 
voices may bo heard, so distinct that the 
pcr.soii docs not at onco suspect their ob- 
ji i tive unreality. These hallucinations muy 
cDiiiH et with an unsound state of tho brain, 
but they may bo wholly indopondoiit of it.

Upon motion, tho phraseology of the 
Hub-aectiou with reference to the hunuaing 
of iudustriua or guaranteeing intoreat 
upon bonds of a company was left in tho 
hands of tho city's legal advisers. 

TJjie board recommended tho section be 
ameiided so as to empower tho corporation 
to grant aid to hospitals within or without 
tho city limits. 

It was recommended that sub-section 14 
bo aiiiondcd so that the penalty for in- 
fraction of the pound by-law should not 
exceed 

Keoonnneiidod that aub-acction 35, re- 
ferring to tho election of a chief and 
assistant engineer, bo amended, so as to 
place tho appointment of these officials in 
tho hands of tho council, tho same as tho 
other civic olhcers. 

Rosolved, that Hub-sectioii 07 bo amend- 
ed by the introduction of the word "pub- 
lic" between tho words "regulating" and 
"wash-houses," and also thatit bo aniond- 
ed to read that licenses therefor^shall bo 
$50 per year. 

Resolved that sub-section 82 bo amend- 
ed HO that tho word "street" bo included. 

It was rooonimendcd that tho by-law 
which jirovides that 18 months notice is 
necessary before a fence cini be removed, 
should bo ropealed. 

Section 101 of tho Municipalities Act 
was amended so that the latter clause 
shall read "for a period of six month's in- 
stead of twelve months. 

Section 115 was proposed to bo amend- 
ed by tho abolition of tho present sinking 
fund system, and a clause inserted to ad- 
mil of the city borrowing money for a 
definite period on dobontures, and on the 
expiration of which jieriod now debentures 
may be issued if considered desirable, 
upon repayment of tho amount borrowed. 

Tho board then adjourned.

Tlio Umatilla will sail on her first trip 
on tho Honolulu route from .San Francisco 
on the liOth instant, and will sjiil from 
that port every 28 days thereafter, the 
round trip being made in about thrci; 
weeks. This of course will withdraw the 
Umatilla from tho Victoria-San Francisco 
route.

British bark Chasoa, at San Francisco, 
bound for Puget .Sound, was badly dam 
aged by firo on Thnrsda}- morning. Kin: 
broke out among sails storud beneath tlit 
cabin, and the vessel came near being do 
atroyed. The loss is about $12,000, cov 
ored by insurance. 

The British vessel El Dorado, 1270 tons 
burden, has passed through the Panama 
canal from Aspiuwall to Cli.agres, a dia 
taiice of 1 ,0 niilus.

TUE TAXATION LAW. 

To THE EniTou: — In your article on- 
titled "Wanted," you have drawn public 
attention to the arbitrary manner of 
assessing and valuing property, and to 
the absence of any fixed basis upon which 
such taxation is carried ou. It a])pcars 
that the duty of aaaeHaing pr<iperly ia loft 
to tho troaauror of the city, and this gon 
tleinan's multifarious duties procludoa him 
from doing juutico to this very important 
work, nor ahould it be oxpoctod that one 
lieraon can do it satisfactorily. Though 
you suggest that the corporation should 
liave an export specially named for thia 
purpose, would it not bu proforablo for 
tho city lioard to have three exporlis 
Belccted from its own inembers, or city 
men, to value pro|)orties yearly and t( 
givo roturiia to tho board, who would 
roviao the taxation list as a commiktoo. 
It could even givo pfopriotors an opjuir- 
tunity of appearing before thoni if they 
had any ground for complaint. This aya- 
tein of taxation would, with greater forco, 
ajiply to the assessing of personal property, 
which, at its best, is only arrived at by 
guess work. It would, howovor, be tliu 
most impai tial way of asBoasing property, 
and not bo luff to tho decision or cajirito 
of ono individual. The assessors would 
be paid at lixad rates for every day they 
wore engaged in tlieir official duties ; by 
this means [iroperty would bo valued 
justly and impartially, and would no 
doubt bring a good surplus into the city 
Bolfors, I have scon this system work 
oIbo where and to give general satiaf^otion.*

The hon. mover pointed out briefly the 
growing importaiicio o{i■that^pai■ji of %a 
provinco which was mentioned iii his re- 
solution. A few weeka ago a number of 
fishermen wont up to esL-vbli-di fishing sta- 
tions for tho curing of the black cod or 
skil, ono of tho finest fish that swims. 
(Juoen Charlotte lalaiid was a most im- 
portant miiieral locality, and a largo band 
of horses and cattlo was now running 
wild upon it. That part of the country 
contributed more than one-fifth of the ex- 
ports of the provinco, tho total amount- 
ing to !J02(;,000 last year. Figures were 
given to show tho commercial importance 
of tho northern part of the province, 
wdiich wa.s certainly entitled to better 
mail accoiiiniodation than at present pro- 
vided. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir suggested that 
twice a month was bettor than once a 
month, and advised that the resolution be 
so amended. 

Hon. Mr. Rohaon thought that tho hon. 
inonibor for Oassiar was doservintr not 
only of auiipiirt, but of credit. Tho gov- 
ernment had been considering tho ques- 
tion of providing mail service up tho 
inaiulaud, where important timber and 
mineral interests wero located, to the 
points mentioued inid Texad.i Island. The 
government would make the strogest re- 
presentations possible. 

By tho wiah of tho House, tho resolu- 
tion was amended to make tho service 
fortnightly iuateail of monthly. 

Mr. Seiiilin thought that the Dominion 
government would find it in thoir own 
interests to act upon the resolution. 

Mr. Croft supported the resolution, tho 
passage of which lie thought would great- 
ly advance the lumbering interests of tho 
northorn ]iart of tho ])rovince. 

Hon, Mr, Iluinphroys condemned the 
want of unanimity among Island and 
Mainland members in the Dominion par- 
liament, which he thought was the cause 
of British Columbia not getting a fai r 
share of the revenue from the Dominion 
govermiieiit. Knva Scotia, by hor belli- 
ereiit attitude, had secured all that they 
•ere eiitiilud to from tho Dominion, Tho 
provincial government should bo aggres- 
sive in inocuring thoir fair share of the 
revenue, 

Hon, BIr, Turner agreed with tho re- 
marks of tho hon, munibor for Comox. 
'J'he government should bo more agressivo 
in standing out for their fair share of the 
Dominion revenue. Tho want of more 
reliable mail accommodation had long 
been detrimental to business, and to aet- 
tlemeiit in tho north. Tho Dominimi 
had not treated British (/olumbia with 
fairness. Kvon this year a miserable pit- 
tance had been devoted to tho encourage- 
ment of the fisheries. The eastern fish- 
eries received far more encouragement, 
it was unfair to handicap the fishermen 
liy imposing a lax of .*2r) on each boat, as 
was tho present law. It would be fully 
aa fair to tax the farmer upon the plow 
which ho used in tilling the land. The 
fiaherniun wore not unwilling to pay a 
reasonable tax, but they had a right to 
expect some help ill return. The want of 
improvements ou the Skoena, which 
should liave lung .ago been made by tho 
Dominion (Mivernmeiit, was tho cause of 
much losa to the fisliormon. Ho warmly 
sup|)ortcd the resolution. 

Mv. Bole hoped that the press would 
express, not only the unanimity of tho 
I louse upon the iiiqxirtant subject under 
discuKsoin, but the cimae of that unanim- 
ity. The exfeiisiiiii of the postal servico 
was the fi irerunner of advinicing civiliza- 
tion. The (ioveriiment of Canada had 
boon very remiss in the matter of iiostal 
accommodation. The legislature should 
not ask as a favor, but should demand as 
a right, the improvement of the mail 
service, aa the repreaentalivoa of the en- 
tire provinri^. 

Hull. .Mr. Dimsmuir called attention til 
tho impnitaiiee nf tho question from a 
business imint of view. Tho extension of 
tho service would be fully jiaid for by tho 
growth of trailu antl the increase in ox- 
porta. It would iu reality not coat the 
Dnmiiiioij a cent. They should see that 
thoy were standing in their ow n light by 
not acting in tlio matter long ago. 

Tho rcBolntiiin waa carried unain- 
iiioualy.
